FRANCE ACTS ON NEUTRALITY. 

PARIS, April The French government 
has taken every precaution to secure the ob- 
servance of neutrality in French waters in 
Indo-China. To this end instructions have 
been sent to M. Beau, governor general of 
Indo-China, again calling his attention to the 
regulations concerning the observance of 
neutrality isqued at the outset of the war. 
These are identical with the neutrality rules 
in force during the Spanish-American war. 

It is believed that Admiral de Jonquieres, | 
commander of the French naval forces at 
Saigon, in proceeding to Kamranh bay, where 
part of the Russian second Pacific squadron 
has been seen, is following the governor gen- 
eral’s instructions, The semi-official Temps 
this evening publishes a statement which 
beats evidence of ‘authoritative ingpiration, 
saying: 

“France never has fixed a limit for the | 
stay of belligeren in Frereh ports, and con- 
tents herself with interdicting the use of her 
porte in preparations for acts of war. 

” The Japanese do not seem to complain of 
the stay of the Russian squadron in our ports 
but of their stay in our territorial waters. 
Thus Tokio appears to adopt the theory of 
interdiction to their entry into territorial 
waters, which she did not observe herself 
at Chemulpo and at Chefoo.”’ 

The Temps proceeds to show that territorial 
waters mean, under the French law of March 
2, 1883, three miles from low water mark. 

“'# Tt ig established,” continues the Temps, 
“that Admiral Rojestvensky did not enter 
this limit while off Madagascar, and nothing 
yet warrants the assumption that he has been 
less careful in the waters of Indo-China. 
Therefore the Tokio dispatches go too far in 
declaring that France permits Russia to 
employ her ports for offensive operations. 
There is no proof supporting any such as- 
sertion of the violation of French neutrality.” 


_ Jap Paper Sees Violation. 

‘TOKIO, April 18.—Discussing the presence 
of vessels of the Russian second Pacific squa- 
dron at Kamranh bay, on the easat coast of 
French Indo-China, the Jiji Shimpo déclares 
that the use of the island of Madagascar by 
‘he Russian squadron was a direct and pro- 
longed violation of the principle of neutral- 
ity, but on account of the distance Japan in 
that instance simply ledged a protest. The 
peper, however, insists that Russia is now 
using Kamranh bay, as & base of action 
against her opponent and says she Intends ‘6 
use it as the point for effecting a junction 
with the remaining division of the squadron. 

“Tf the use of Kamranh bay is continued,” 
the Jiji Shimpo adds, “* Japan must regard its 
neutrality as completely ignored and Japan

Rocetver for 
Offteers Are to Be 


Sent to Joliet from Chicago in 1899 for 
‘Minor Swindles. 


Boston, Mass., April 18, ~ 


Charges that one set of stockholders—name- [ 


ly: those in the Ubero Plantation company, 
were assessed and their money squandered in 
order to pay those interested in other con- 
cerns, were ‘made at a meeting of the stock- 
holders of the concern against which a fraud 
order was issued yesterday by the postal 
authorities. It is also estimated that in- 
vestors have lost more than $2, 000, 000 in the 
venture. 

One of the dramatic incidents was the at- 
tack of Attorney Chamberlain on Ferdinand 
E. Borgea, one of the principals in the com- 
pany, who the postal has 
a criminal record. 

‘Attorney Chamberlain first: ask that the 
directors of the Ubero company be requested 
to resign, and then after the mentioning of 
Borges’ name, and pointing to him, as he was 
seated in front, immaculately dressed, said: 

*You can see his picture in the newspa- 
pers, a picture of him with striped clothing. 

* He always has been a great hand for 
clothes, but it is probable that im his ward- 
robe at present he does not have the suit he 
wore at Joliet, Ill. However, we will endeav- 
or to provide him with one like it in the -_ 
future.”’ 

Grounds for Receiver. | 

Judge Francis C. Lowell, in the United 
} States District court, tonight appointed 
Hugh W. Ogden of the law firm of Whipple, 
Sears & Ogden and Attorney Jeremiah. 
Smith Jr. of this city receivers for the com- 
pany. The petitioners were members of the 
committee recently appointed by the stock- 
holders to investigate its affairs.

Your committee 
has not been able to get any information. 
from any officers of those corporations and 
cannot state with confidence the exact dis- 
tributions of the money after it left the 
Boston office. Your committee is unable to 
believe, upon the facts at its disposal, that 
$326,000 paid over by the management of the 
Boston company to the Indianapolis La-

Borges’ Career in Chicago, 

Borges once operated in Chicago. Then he 
was ‘‘ Samuel Smith.’’ Under that name he 
seryed a year in the Joliet. penitentiary, 
being sentenced by Judge Grinnell from Chi- 
cago In 1889. In those days he worked minor 
swindles on the streets here. 

His Chicago, conviction grew out of his 
swindling one Herman Neidert out of a 
small sum of money. Neidert wasa stranger 
in the city, but remained to prosecute, and 
Borges was indicted a few days after the 
swindle. When he was put on trial before 
Judge Grinnell his attorney found the evi- 
dence against him so overwhelming that he 
advised his client to waive a jury trial and 
throw himself on the mercy of the court. 

After hearing some evidence Judge Grin- 
nell sentenced him to the penitentiary. He 
was taken to prison on Feb. 19, 1889, and was 
released on Jan. 20, 1800, reducing his term 
one month on allowance for good behavior. 
Leaving prison he returned to Chicago to 
take up his old life, but entered a wider 
field. Instead of working petty swindles he 
began’to float business deals. 

Goes to Pittsburg.

“TIT have had to put in fifty pumps this 
spring,”’ said a Washington street renting 
agent who has half a dozen new apartment 
houses om the west side within two miles of 
the city hall. “I knew I would have to put } 
them in, and told the owner so before the 
buildings were finished. I have had 1,000 
/different apartments on my list in the last 
three years, and in 75 per cent of them I had 
‘to. install pumps above the ground floor or 
lose my tenanits.”’ 
| Drawing a Sie bak. the 
turned page after page showing the dates on 
which tenants moved into flats, then the 
datés on which the water supply gave out, 
and the dates that some of the tenants moved 
out or else agreed to stay on condition the 
pumps were put in. : 

“The pumps cost us from $20 to $150, ac- 
cording to the circumstances,” he continued. 
* At the rate flat buildings are going up while 
the water service is standing still I predict 
that pumps will be the rule inal apartments 
within two years. I den’t know any other 
large city in this country where the people 
have been compelled to go back to the old 
pump.” 

‘Bathtub Used as 

In reply to Mr. Nourse’s excuse that the 
people waste the water by allowing it to run 
all night in bathtubs, the real estate men 
declare than a bathtub full of water is all 
that many a flat gets out of the elty pipes in 
twenty-four hours. 

“ One of the commonest makeshifts under 
this municipally operated water depart- 
ment is the use of the bathtub as a res- 
ervoir,” said a renting agent in the Ashland 
block. “Take a flat on the third floor in 
almost any section of the city. The water 
fails to run in the forenoon when the house- 
wife has most need of it. The only way she 
can get a supply is to draw the bathtub full | 


ling barély fills the tub. Then the family 
uSes the water the next morning pailful by 
pailful. When it is all gone in the upper 
flats a few pailfuls may be borrowed from 


| the lower flats, though people are pretty 


chary of giving away water in Chicago—it is 
too precious. This is the wasteful running 
of faucets which Nourse complains of.” 


‘Real Waste in Leaking Pipes. 

"The real waste of water through leakage 
from old, rusted piping is said to be almost 
beyond comprehension. Not even the statis- 
tical Mr. Nourse is able to give any figures 
on the amount of water thus lost. The de- 
partment is also dilatory in attending to 
Jeaks which are reported by citizens. Here 
ig the experience of seers Heile, the real 


estate man: 


‘On March 31, 1905, "he wrote the following 
_jJetter to the water department: 

“In excavating for a new building at 561 
Warren avenue we are troubled with a con- 
stant inflow of water which appears to come 
from the adjoining house, 563 Warren ave- 
nue. There must be a considerable leak in 
the water pipes. Please aches it investigated 
and stopped.” | 

Nothing having been done to stop this 
leak and waste of water, he wrote a similar 
letter on April 4.
